The additional limitations to independent claim 1 require further search and consideration. The arguments that claims 8 and 9 do not 
have some network features being integral to a NIC are not convincing because the claims do not provide specific teaching as to enforce 
such requirement; and this has been discussed in the Final rejection. Particularly, a NIC being recited as implementing a protocol stack 
(re claim 8) or configured with such stack ( re claim 9) has been interpreted with the broadest interpretation, thus not necessarily seeing 
the subject matter of including a stack as integral part of a NIC in the same light as the Applicant. Thus, these claims, as well as claims 
16, 21, are not having specific description so to distinghuish from what have been cited in the rejections; thereby are not in better shape 
for allowance or in better form for appearand in combination with the amendements as mentioned above are not entered. 
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
